Last Friday evening a: detach- 
ment of sixty-two men belong 
to companies B and E, Third Cal- 
ifornia Infantry, under command 
of Captain Washburn, arrived at 
Camp Union im this city for the 
purpose of being mustered out of 
service. They were from Ruby 
Valley, and made the march from 
Placerville to Sacramento in two 
days. On Saturday it was re- 
ported about the city that an 
elderly man, between fifty and 
sixty years of age, named James 
Davis, a native of Philadelphia, 
and a private in the ranks of 
Company B, had been killed in 
the guard-house at Camp Union 
by excessive punishment. The 
story was that Davis, after get- 
ting here, became a Kittle merry 
in honor of his arrival in Sacra- 
mento, his old California home, 
and that he indulged in singing, 
*Ralky round the flag, boys,” for 
which he was placed in the guard 
house, and there guyged, bucked 
and put im the “sweat box”*--that 
while in this position he was left 
alone, and that the Sergeant of 
the guard, tthe course of half 
or three quarters of an hour, vis- 
ited ‘hina, took the gag ont of Ins 
mouth, and made tie inquiry, 
“Will you keep quict, now?” No 
answer was given, and it was 
soon seen that Davis was dead. 
This statement gained general 
credence throwghoat the city, but 
as we could not believe that any 
such brutality would be practiced 
at Camp Union, we made no re- 
ference to the report on Saturday 
last. Yesterday we visited the 
camp and heard a repetition of 
the story, as given above, and 
also what the officer of the day 
(last Friday) had to say in ex? 
planation. .On Friday evening last 
Captain Barker was in comman 
of the post, Lieutenant Osborne 
was the officer of the day and 
Sergeant Ham was Sergeant of 
the Guard. Late in the evening 
Lieutenant McKenna while pass- 
ing the race coarse stand observed 
Davis and one of his comrades in 
a state of intoxication, and heard 
them using most vile and obscene 
language. He spoke to them and 
advised them to go to their quar-
